I.— LOANS AND GRANTS FOR PUBLIC WORKS.

All the Loans for Public Works to Grand Juries are repaid with great 
jiunctualitj', and generally with regularity those to other parties. In^ our last 
Report, we stated that in some instances of default, where the means assigned for 
security' consisted ot local tolls and dues levied under the authority of Acts of 
Parlianient, wc had availed ourselves of the power given to us hy the 47th section 
of the Public Works Act, and had appointed receivers to collect those revenues 
on our behaff. That course has been followed up during the past year, and one 
of the Loans which had been in arrear, has been entirely paid up, with interest.

Of this amount, it will be seen from the accompanying Statement that 
115,552/. has been appropriated up to the 31st December, 1841. 

W^e have on former occasions enlarged upon the great public benefit which 
has resulted from the application of these funds, and instanced particular cases 
in evidence of the spread of improvement which had followed the opening of 
wild and uncultivated districts, by the formation of roads laid out upon judicious 
})rinciples ; and we have good reason to believe that those benefits are advancing 
with a steady progress, extending the sources of employment, and promoting 
liiiliits of industry amongst the people. 
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XI.— COLLECTIONS OF REPAYMENTS OF OLD LOANS FROM THE CONSOLIDATED 
FUND. UNDER THE 57th GEO. HI., AND OTHER ACTS. 

The Balances outstanding upon those Loans which were made on adequate 
security are small, and will soon l)e cleared off. 

The state of those Loans will be seen in the Appendix, Account No. I. 



III.— INLAND NAVIGATION. 

These Works are of comparatively small extent ; and the cost of the neces- 
sary establishment, and the maintenance of the works, is not considerable. 
They are, — 

The Tyrone Navigation, with the Maghery Cut, from the river Blackwater 
into Lough Neagh. 

The Maig Navigation, a short Cut with a turning Bridge, between the town 
of Adare and the river Shannon. 

And the Lower Boyne Navigation, from the neighbourhood of Slane to 
Drogheda. 



IV.— FISHERIES. 

T The BiU for the regulation and control of this branch of national, industiy 
not having been passed in the last sessions of Parliament, we have not been 
called to me exercise of any powers in connexion with this service, beyond the 
distribution, through the medium of the Coast Guard Establishment, of notices 
for the information of the fishermen, having reference to. points on which the 
existing law is distinct, and intended to prevent those collisions of an outrageous 
character which conflicting interests have frequently occasioned. 



V.— ROADS AND BRIDGES. 

The amount expended in the maintenance of these works, which ^yere origi- 
nally constructed, wholly or in part, at the public expense, is repaid by the 
several counties in which they are situated, by Grand Jury presentments ; the 
expense having been, in the first instance, defrayed from monies advanced 
out of the Consolidated Fund, under the provisions of the Act 6th Geo. 4, 
c. 101. . . , , 

Upon the same principle, works of a like nature which have been constructed 
with the aid of Grants from the Funds at the disposal of this Board, are main- 
tained under the 83d section of the 1st & 2d Will. 4, c. 33. 

Under the 16th section of the Grand Jury Act, (6th & 7th Will. 4, c. 116,) 
repairs have been made, upon the requisition of the Postmaster-General, upon 
several post roads in different parte of the country, where a neglected state 
of the roads, or sudden accidents by floods, have rendered such interference 
necessary for the restoration of the communications, and to facilitate the trans- 
port of Her Majesty’s mails. 



VI. PUBLIC BUILDINGS IN DUBLIN AND THE PHJlINIX PARK. 

The Buildings at the Castle and, the Phoenix Park have been, maintained in 
good order, and some improvements' have been made.

At the Four Courts, the extensive Law Library has been completed; 
also the Solicitors’ Buildings; and the whole of the premises have been 
enclosed with a lofty and massive iron railing, erected upon a granite 

Barrack has been constnicted in the Phoenix Park, in an elevated, 
salubrious and convenient situation, for the accommodation of the reserved 
force of the Police establishment. The cost of this building has been defrayed 
from funds supplied by the Constabulary department. 



VII. — DUNMORE HARBOUR. 

The Pier has been maintained during the last season without any material 

The Packet Station having been removed, this harbour is now but little fre- 
quented by shipping. 



VIII. — KINGSTOWN HARBOUR. 

The usual return of vessels which have made use of this harbour during the 
last year, as well as in the two preceding years, accompanies this Report, and 
shows the advantage of this harbour as a place of refuge. 

The works at the Eastern Pier Head have been raised to such a height 
as nearly to reach the level of low water. Hitherto the operations have been 
necessarily carried on by means of the diving bell. AlTien the cut stone facing 
shall have been brought above water, the machinery and diving hell will be 
removed to the other side of the harbour, and the construction of the Western 
Pier Head -will be immediately commenced, and the two works be carried on 
simultaneously. 



IX.— HOWTH HARBOUR. 

The Piers, Buoys, and Moorings have been maintained in order, and this 
harbour occ5isionally affords refuge to vessels of moderate draught of water, when 
overtaken by gales of wind in the Channel. 

The Herring Fishery of the last season was not very successful ; and the 
number of fishing boats which resorted to this harbour was, in consequence, 
comparatively few. When there is a good Channel Fishery, this station affords 
a safe and convenient place of rendezvous. 



X.— DONAGHADEE HARBOUR. 

The repair of most importance at this Harbour is that of maintaining 
the Sea Pavement against the violence of the waves, from which it had suffered 
to such an extent as to endanger both the Pier Heads. The repair of the 
worst parte has been completed, but more is still required to put the work in an 
ef&cient state. This it is intended to proceed with in the ensuing season, 
and the stone required for the purpose is raised from the bed of the harbour, 
bet^veen high and low water mark ; thus in some degree increasing the efficiency 
of the harbour by the means taken for procuring materials for improving the 
sea defences. 
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XL— lukattc asylums. 

No necessity Las arisen in the course of tLe last year for the purchase ot 
ground or premises for the use of these establishments, neither have any new 
l)uildings been carried into execution requiring the exercise oi our functions as 
Commissioners of General Superintendence.
